By instruction of the Hon. Min- 
ister of Agriculture a distribution 
is being made this season of sam- 
ples of superior sorts of grain and 
potatoes to Canadian farmers for 
the improvement of seed. The 
stock for distribution has been se- 
cured mainly from the Fxperinent- 
al Farms at Indian Head, Sask., 
and Brandon, Man. The samples 
consist of oats, spring wheat, bar- 
ley, peas, Indian corn (for énsilage 
only) and potatoes. The quantity 
of oats sent is 4 lbs., and of wheat 
or barley 5 lbs., safficient in each 
case to sow ‘one-twentieth of an 
acre. The samples of Indian corn 
peas and potatoes weigh 3 Ibs each. 
A quantity of each of the fcllowing 
varieties has been secured for this 
distribution: 

Oats.—Banner, Danish Island, 
Wide-Awake, White Giant, Tbous- 
and Dollar, Improved Ligowo, all 
white varieties. 

Wheat.—-Red varieties, Red Fife 

(beardless), Chelsea, . Marquis, 
Slanléy and Percy (early beard- 
lesa), Preston, Huron and Pringle’s 
Champlain (early bearded). White 
varieties, White Fife (beardless) ; 
Bobs (early beardiess) . 
’ Barley,—Six-rowed, — Mensury, 
Odessa, and Mansfield. Two-row- 
ed. — Inviusible “aid ” Canadian 
Thorpe. 

Field Peas.— Arthur and Golden 
Vine. 

Indian Corn [for ensilage].— 
Early sorts, Angel of ‘Midnight, 
Compton’s Early and Longfellow; 
later varieties, Selected Leaming, 
Early Mastodon and White Cap 
Yellow Dent. 

Potatoes—Early varieties, Ro- 
chester Rose, and Irish Cobbler. 
Medium to late varieties, Carman 
No. 1, Money Maker, Gold Coin 
and Dooley. The later varieties 
are as a rule more productive than 
the earlier kinds. 

Only one sample can be sent to 
each applicant, hence if an indivi- 
dual receives a sample of oats be 
cannot also receive one of wheat, 
barley, peas, Indian corn or pota- 
toes, Liste of names from ‘one in- 
dividual, or applications for more 
than one sample for one household 
cannot be entertained. The sam- 
ples will be sent free of charge 
through the mail. 

Applications should be addressed 
to the Direstor of Experimental 
Farms, Ottawa, and may be sent 
in any time from the lst of Dec- 
ember to the 15th of February, af- 
ter which the lists will be closed, 
so that the samples asked for may 
be sent out in good time for sow- 
ing. Applicants should mention

Fee Bowls. 

“Fee bowls” are no longer to be seen 
in the chambers of barristers. They 
have been replaced by checks, One 
used by Baron Martin of the court of 
exchequer during his career at the bar 
from 1830 to 1850 has just. been pre- 
sented to the library of the Inner Tem- 
ple by his grandson. Only a few sur- 
viving lawyers of venerable age can 
now recall the use of fee bowls. One 
of them, George F. Pollock, who was 
born in 1821 and called to the bar in 
1848, gives some interesting informa- 
tion on the subject in London Notes 
and Queries. He says these bowls 
were in general use during his early 
years at the bar. Fees were paid in 
cash when the briefs were delivered. 
When bis father, Lord Chief Baron 
Pollock, was raised to the bench he in- 
hepited and used the paternal fee bowl.
